Appointment  Information 

Individuals  may  make  appointments  between  the  hours  of  8:30  a.m. 
and  5:00  p.m.  Monday  through  Friday,  by  calling  the  number  listed 
in  the  guide.  Appointments  may  also  be  made  by  writing  to  the 
appropriate  clinic. 

Physician  Referrals 

For  physician  referrals,  the  office  of  the  referring  physician  will 
arrange  an  appointment  either  by  phone  or  by  writing  to  the  clinic 
and  providing  the  necessary  records  to  the  faculty  physician.  The 
clinic  staff  will  then  contact  him/her  directly  for  purposes  of 
consultation.  The  faculty  physician  will  provide  a  written 
consultation  report  and  work  with  the  referring  physician  as  the 
situation  dictates. 

Special  Appointments 

Appointments  are  available  with  little  or  no  delay  for  patients  with 
urgent  problems  who  have  been  referred  by  physicians.  To  determine 
the  appropriate  course  of  action,  we  request  that  the  referring 
physician  discuss  the  patient's  problem  directly  with  the  faculty 
physician. 

Communications 

The  medical  faculty  is  committed  to  providing  prompt  feedback  on 
patients  who  are  referred  for  treatment.  Written  reports  of  the 
examination  and  treatment  will  be  furnished  to  the  referring 
physicians.  Telephone  contact  by  the  faculty  physician  may  also 
occur  as  the  situation  dictates.
